THe Appress of President Robert Garland at the 
annual convention of the American Hardware Manu- 
facturers’ Association this week at Atlan- 

Prosiiont tic City, was, in the main, a tribute to the 

i work accomplished by the association 

since its inception nine years ago. When 
the association was organized in Cleveland in 1901 
President Garland had the honor of presiding at the 
meeting, and in his annual address this week he re- 
viewed the accomplishments of the association down 
to the present time. That the association has furthered 
the interests of manufacturers and aided greatly in the 
promotion of cordial relations with distributors, is a 
fact that cannot be disputed. Many abuses have been 
corrected and the way opened up for the alleviation of 
various untoward conditions that confront both manu- 
facturers and distributors of hardware. Through con- 
certed action acquired by organization the various 
complex problems that beset the trade can be grappled 
with much more effectively than individually. 

That the manufacturing business needs to clean 
house once in a while is patent to everybody and as a 
result of continued activity along these lines the 
\merican manufacturers of hardware have established 
an enviable prestige not only in domestic markets but 
n foreign markets as well. President Garland pointed 
out that the American Hardware Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation has not hindered the return of prosperity nor 
has it used its influence against the best interests of 
the railroads, but has maintained a conservative at- 
titude where conservatism was deemed expedient. It 
is to be hoped that during the coming year patent laws 
will be enacted which will make ownership of patents 
a more valuable asset than now, and result in better 
protection against infringement for patentees. There 
is no doubt that a better feeling prevails between 
buyers and sellers of hardware today than ever before, 
and for this the American Hardware Manufacturers’ 
Association must be given due credit. 
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IN His address at the joint convention at Atlantic 
City this week of the National Hardware Association 
and the American Hardware Manufac- 


Address turers’ Association, President Robert M.

Dudley. udiey of the first mentioned body, 


dwelt upon a number of matters which 
should have first consideration in the deliberations of 
Manufacturers, Jobbers and Retailers of hardware, 
who are organized to promote the welfare of the hard- 
ware trade at large. These subjects included resale 
prices, the retail catalogue house menace and syndi- 
cate buying. It cannot be doubted that stability of 
prices is a matter which, in the interest of the retail 
hardware business, should be given the maximum 
amount of attention by manufacturers and jobbers. 


Where prices are not maintained a feeling of uncer- 


tainty is created which is not at all conducive to the 
best interests of the hardware merchant. When an 
understanding between manufacturers, jobbers and re- 
tailers of hardware has been arrived at on this very 
important matter, we may look for less cut-throat com- 
petition between retail distributors. 

President Dudley, was, of course, quite pronounced 
in his views on collective buying as practiced to some 
extent by retail dealers, it being his belief that the 
organization of syndicates among the retail trade for 
the purpose of bunching orders and placing same with 
manufacturers, would not result in any gain to the re- 
tailer in securing a better margin of profit and would 
prove very unsatisfactory. 

While the National Hardware Association is stead 
ily increasing its membership, the long death roll dur- 
ing the past year as read at the convention by Presi- 
dent Dudley, was a matter which was commented on 
with regret. 








Nor infrequently has THe AMERICAN ARTISAN

jade lish language into foreign countries, the 


consensus of judgment among our 
American consuls being that such catalogues, circu- 
lars and so forth were only very rarely translated and 
thus the great bulk of them were never read and had 
absolutely no effect in building up our export trade 
Still, the practice continues to a great extent and must 
mean a yearly waste of hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars. In this connection American manufacturers ought 
to hear and heed the testimony of an observant busi 
ness man of Havana, H. D. Sigler. 

“When catalogues of American business houses are 
sent to foreign countries where English is not spoken,” 
he says in a recently published newspaper interview, 
“they are usually consigned immediately to the waste 
basket. It took the American manufacturer and jobber 
a long time to learn this, but now he has found it out. 
Consequently, these catalogues are not sent out of the 
country in such numbers as formerly.” 

Still, there is a way in which such English adver- 
tising literature may be used to some advantage in 
non-English-speaking countries—and to an American 
woman in Cuba must be accorded the credit for dis- 
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covering it. Here is her scheme as described by Mr. 
Sigler : 

Miss Abbie Phillips, supervisor of English in the 
public schools of Havana, is the orginator of the 
plan. It is probable that her idea was the result of 
the scarcity of English textbooks and the inability of 
parents of the pupils to buy them. At any rate, Miss 
Phillips sent letters to a number of American manu- 
facturers asking for bundles of their illustrated 
catalogues. They complied with this request willing- 
ly, and Miss Phillips soon had enough of these books 
to supply a large number of pupils. Now, the little 
Cuban is reading about threshing machines and reap- 
ers and safety razors and ice-cream freezers. The 
subject-matter may not be thrilling, but the pictures in 
most of the catalogues are attractive ; and the boys and 
girls are interested by them. It seems to me that this 
method should be of material advantage to the Ameri- 
can business man, as these little people will be men 
and women some day and undoubtedly will remember 
some of their lessons from the catalogues. In future 
years American trade should reap the advantage. 

This might be called advertising at decidedly long 
range—sowing seed that may possibly bear fruit in 
coming generations; and it is doubtful if the plan 
would prove at dll practicable anywhere outside of 
Havana or Cuba. The English language is rarely 
taught, any way, in the public schools of foreign coun- 
tries; and when it is textbooks in the native tongue 
are provided for aiding in the instruction just as in 
our own schools we have French, German and Italian 
grammars printed in the English language. 

American manufacturers who would build up their 
foreign trade by advertising must get their literature 
translated into the language of the countries wherein 
they seek sales of their wares. Next in point of stupid- 
ity to sending into Central and South America, Asia, 
Africa and continental Europe American drummers 
who speak only their own language is the practice of 
distributing English advertising matter in those coun- 
tries. Initially, it is a sort of insult to the people whose 
patronage is sought—it is at least uncomplimentary— 
and it operates directly as a crude barrier instead of a 
crude promoter. It is a good deal like “talking to the 


winds.” 








By THE organization in New York recently of the 
American Manufacturers’ Export Association, a 
movement was started which in the ex- 
pectation of its originators will mean a 
great deal in the expansion of the export 
trade of the United States. Manufactur- 
ers whose capital aggregates more than $250,000,000 
were represented by their export managers or other of- 
ficials, The number actually present at the meeting 
was about fifty, though the meeting by voice, letter or 
telegram, represented 160 American manufacturers 

The object of the association primarily is to bring 
into close touch the export managers of American 
manufacturers and the manufacturers themselves, in 
order to do concrete things for the benefit of the ex- 
port business of these manufacturers. It was pointed 
out that certain big American companies have man- 
aged to capture the field in their respective lines, in 
various quarters of the world. Others going in, find 
that the British have appropriated the territory as their 
own commercially, while the Germans have been even

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more active in finding out just what the local mer- 
chants want and supplying them with it. 

It was instanced that merchants from China, from 
the South Sea Islands and from South American 
countries, when visiting New York, have been asked 
why more American goods have not been sold in their 
respective countries, and the answers have invariably 
been: 

“The American manufacturers make little effort to 
get our trade. When they send salesmen to our part of 
the world they are usually men who do not speak the 
language, and who make no effort to understand the 
people. 

“They insist upon selling us something they wish 
to sell, instead of offering to supply us with something 
we wish to buy. They do not study our needs. 

“Goods shipped from the United States are careless- 
ly packed and usually arrive with a large percentage 
of breakage or other loss. 

“Shipping rates are frequently higher from Ameri- 
can ports than from European ports. 

“Banking facilities for exchange with the United 
States are poor, causing most of the banking to be 
done through Europe.” 

One purpose of the American Manufacturers’ Ex- 
port Association is to bring united influence to bear 
upon the Departments of State and of Commerce and 
Labor to make them work for the advancement of 
American foreign trade. An effort will be made to in- 
duce transportation companies to establish freight 
rates that will give American shippers equitable rates 
and better service to foreign ports. 

Some other particular objects set forth at the meet- 
ing were these: 

“To protect trademarks of American manufacturers 
by combatting what is said to be the common practice 
of unscrupulous foreign firms or individuals in regis- 
tering and doing business under such trademarks. 

“To look out for those members who get into th 
meshes of customs authorities, aiding them in reach 
ing an equitable adjustment of their difficulties. 

“To combat evils that thrive on the general igno- 
rance of business conditions ; to endeavor to eliminate 
firms whose methods are reflecting discredit upon the 
nation, and who operate with little or no fear of in 
terference. 

“To enhance the dignity and standing of the manu- 
facturers composing the association; to broaden and 
make more effective the work now being’ done by in- 
dividual managers, and to investigate organizations 
and publications purporting to exist for the benefit of 
manufacturers.” 

One of the most important purposes of the Asso- 
ciation is to secure the proper interpretation of for 
eign customs regulations, fighting such as are unfair 
and which the individual American shipper would be 
in no position to deal with. 

It is asserted by those who are back of the move- 
ment that patriotism, no less than a desire to make 
more foreign business for American manufacturers. 
is its inspiration, and that united action and inter- 
change of experiences on the: part of American ship- 
pers will do for American export trade what com- 
mercial organizations in Germany have done for Ger- 
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nan export trade in the past 10 or 15 years. Success 
i the American Manufacturers’ Export Association!

[t is probable that in no other country of the earth 
than our own has a town “followed a railroad.” The 
inited States boasts of two instances of this sort. 
isenton, on the Platte river, in Nebraska, when left in 
the lurch by the Union Pacific road, which shied off in 
another direction, was the first instance.

The Knob- 
nosterians were just about beginning to congratulate 
themselves that their place was taking on the air of 
a real town, when their troubles began again, for the 
railway authorities concluded to shift the projected 
line. A cut-off was decided upon, a move that left the 
new town away out in the grass and hazel bush. A 
town site on the cut-off was laid out about two miles 
still farther to the north. The railroad was con- 
structed and a station erected. It is said that the new 
town sulked for a while, but that finally, one by one 
the houses, or most of them, were moved over near the 
station and rebuilt. So, in a year, the entire town had 
changed its location a second time, and was ‘gathered 
about the railroad station, where it has remained ever 
since. For a good many years, however, the Knob- 
nosterians watched the railroad with suspicion.

[t is said that the actual production of chestnut si: 
coal does not exceed 22 to 25 per cent of the total out 
put, while the demand for that size frequently runs a 
high as go per cent of the total output.

follows: 


ADDRESS OF PRESIDENT GARLAND. 


Gentlemen : 

When this Association was organized nine years ago ther 
was incorporated in the constitution, being article 2. of same, 
the following: “The object of this Association shall be 
further the interests of the manufacturers and promote cordia 
relations with the distributors.” 

I had the honor of presiding at the organization meeting 
of our Association in Cleveland in 1901, when we started of 
with a membership of about one hundred and fifty houses 
and when one looks back to those times when we manufa 
turers were disorganized, and contrasts them with the co 
ditions now prevailing, I think we can be assured that ou 
Association has been a success. 

SOME ABUSES CORRECTED, OTHERS ALLEVIATED. 

We have corrected some abuses, and have directed atte: 
tion to others, which, while not yet satisfactorily settled, hav: 
at least been alleviated. It is unnecessary to dwell upon th: 
benefits of organization, or the education of the membership 
which results therefrom. ‘We will always have problem: 
confronting us, and how much better it is to have them reac! 
us as an organized body than as individuals, or through som: 
one of our own particular line’. We may consider ourselves 
somewhat on the order of a Standing Army or Reserve Forc. 
prepared at all times, through our organization, to contest

necessary for what we deem to be our rights. Questions aris 
from time to time which deserve our attention, and it is nece: 
sary that the officers of the Association be kept in touch with 
these, whether they comprehend trade matters, proposed leg 
islation, or, in fact, anything of a nature which will in an 

manner affect our business. 
PREPARED FOR’ A REVIVAL IN BUSINESS, 
So far as trade is concerned, as individuals we are 
the present time playing a waiting game. We are still looking 
for business to get back to the old time, prosperous condition 
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he comparatively dull period, however, through which we 
have passed has taught us much, and when the good old 
times come again, we shall be the gainers. There is hardly 
, question but that all of us have gone through more or less 
f§ a siege of close investigation of our costs, both admin- 
strative and operating, with a view towards effecting econo- 
mies in various directions. Cleaning house is a very necessary 
juty now and then, and is needed in the manufacturing busi- 
ness, or in any business, just as much as in the household, 
ind comprehends, of course, considerably more from a mone- 
tary point of view. We have, therefore, been getting our 
“Houses in Order,” and under proper trade conditions the 
\merican manufacturer of hardware may be depended upon 
to make his impress stronger than ever before, not only in 
our own market, but in some of the foreign countries as well. 


CREDIT DUE THE ASSOCIATION. 


We must take credit to ourselves that as an Association 
we have not, at least so far as we know, done anything to 
hurt or hinder the return of prosperity. Although some of 
our members have had their knocks by reduction of duties 
under the new Tariff Law, due to European competition, 
perhaps the most notable instance being the loss of consid- 
erable Pacific Coast trade, we have refrained from joining 
with other organizations in the disputation as to whether or 
not there should be a Commission, with money and powers, 
for the purpose of proposing further changes, nor have we 
joined or even considered any movement looking towards the 
hampering of the railroads in the exercise of their business. 
And it should be recognized that an association such as this, 
composed of about 270 of the leading manufacturers of the 
country, could be, undoubtedly through its efforts, and espe- 
cially so if backed up by its individual members, a large factor 
in the agitation of these questions. We have followed the 
lines of least resistance, and shall hope that questions such 
as these will be adjusted in such manner that stability in 
our markets, with-a proper degree of confidence for the

ADDRESS OF A. PARKER NEVIN. 


In expressing my appreciation of tue honor of addressing 
this Association, I gladly acknowledge that your courtesy is 
extended to me because of my connection with the National 
Association of Manufacturers, in whose behalf and in whose 
name it is always a distinguished honor to speak on any sub 
ject relating to American industrialism. All industrial organ 
izations, such as this and other allied organizations, have cer- 
tain objects in common, toward the realization of which and 
the betterment of industrial conditions all are striving and 
contending. There are many such problems, as we all know, 
but we must take one up at a time, give it careful, deliberate 
study, and then try to apply sane remedies for its betterment 
and improvement. 

CORPORATIONS DISCUSSED. 

It is officially stated by the Department of Commerce and 
Labor that four hundred thousand corporations have been or 
ganized in the United States. When we stop to realize that a 
large percentage of these companies were incorporated in th 
last 15 or 20 years, the statistics are amazing and significant 
The corporation is firmly established as the normal vehicle for 
the conduct of American business enterprises. Certainly no 
subject has been the center of more criticism, legal, economic 
and social, than this medium of business, which, by the way, 
had its origin some 2,000 years before the Christian era. The 
corporation is here. It will remain. Does it meet modern re 
quirements or do modern requirements demand something 
different or better? In the entire field.of industrialism there 
is no subject which deserves such thoughtful, serious and deep 
study as the conduct and regulation of corporate enterprise. 
DESIRABILITY OF UNIFORM STATUTES AFFECTING CORPORATIONS 

I have taken for my theme the desirability of uniform 
statutes affecting corporations. The title of my remarks 
would seem to dispute that any contrary position could be

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taken. Of course, we desire uniformity. We also desir 
simplicity, to say nothing of safety, in the management o! 
corporations not only within themselves but by the Stat 
which created them. 

PROPOSITIONS TO BE MET. 

Before proceeding further, it is necessary to call your 
attention to several fundamental propositions which have t 
be met and admitted before the means of securing uniform 
statutory corporation legislation can be intelligently dis 
cussed. In the very first place, we often forget that ou! 
federal government, under the constitution, possesses onl) 
the powers which the State delegated to it. Powers which

the States did not delegate, the States still have, and with 
those reserved powers the federal government cannot inter- 
fere. The States never delegated to the federal government 
their power or sovereignty to create corporate franchises. 
This right was reserved by the States. It is inherent in the 
States. We must bear in mind, at the very outset, that the 
States have absolute inherent power to create corporations, 
which thus owe their nativity to the States, and which can 
control, limit and restrict, in whatever way they please, sub- 
ject, of course, to certain constitutional limitations. The 
State of New York, for example, can state any condition it 
wants, under which a corporation shall be incorporated or 





conducted after incorporation. These regulations may be 
entirely different from the State of Ohio, and yet the State 
of Ohio had just as much right as the State of New York. 
These rights are, I repeat, inherent rights, and they cannot 
be disturbed. A second proposition to which I call your 
attention is that a corporation is not a person in the sense 
of a human person, and in the sense of that word used in the 
United States Constitution. Therefore the rights of a cor- 
poration, a fictitious legal entity, can be restricted and modi- 
fied or abrogated in quite a different way than those of a 


natural person. 
VALUE OF FEDERAL CHARTERS OVERESTIMATED. 
It is the failure to appreciate these two fundamental ob- 


servations that leads us very often astray in the discussion 


of what we would like to see done in and about our cor- 
porate enterprises, There are many men who are under the 


impression that a Federal Incorporation Act, permitting 
charters to be granted under an “Enabling Act of Congress,” 


would obviate the many objections to the present conduct of 
corporations. Into a discussion of this plan I purposely de

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cline to intrude, because it has no bearing on the subject of 
our present remarks, [I may state, however, that it is my 
opinion that the value attached to federal charters as a means 
of obviating the conflicting laws of the various states re- 
garding corporations is greatly overestimated. A corporation 
with a federal charter, going into the State of Ohio, let us 
say, to conduct its business there, would certainly be subject to 
the state laws of Ohio. Its property would be ‘taxed and no 
doubt other restrictions could be placed upon it, so that it 





would not be in a very different position from a New York 
corporation which went into the State of Ohio to conduct its 
business there, 


STATE STATUTES 


The contradictions and the dissimilarities’ and the diffe: 
ences of the various state statutes affecting corporations in 
this country reflects an astonishing conditicn in our juris 
prudence. And yet, as stated above, the inherent right of t! 
State to enact such laws as it sees fit or deems proper must 
be conceded. How, then, is an intelligent plan possible 
bring order out of chaos, and to get the States to realize th 
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certainly, each State’s corporation statutes cannot be tl st 
but that a composite of the best features of the best 

tion acts would obviously be better than the present 
tion. The problem, of course, is made all the mort 
when it comes to the question of the conduct of a cor 
doing business in a state other than its domicile state \ 
this problem of annoyance, inconvenience and exas| 
every man in this room has had experience. If you 
ganized under the laws of Pennsylvania and want to « 
part of your business in Ohio, you know what you hay 


1, rather, you frequently do not know what you 


in order to comply with the laws of Ohio, provided y ay 
to comply with them. You know that if you fail to comp 
you may be penalized, and certainly you will be deprived 
the right to sue on a contract made in such a state. This 
question is constantly bothering American business met 
when are they “doing business” in the sens f the variou 
state statutes? Indeed, if there is one need for uniformity 
corporation state laws, it is on this precis« nt. Of course, 
if you are conducting an interstate commerce business, you 
are not doing business within the meaning of any stat 
statute. The United States Constitution guarantees the fre¢ 
flowing of trade between the states. But trade between the 
states is quite a different thing from going into one state, 


settling down and conducting a permanent and continuous 
line of business therein. No fixed rule can be set fort! 
defining precisely what we mean by “doing business.” Only 
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general rules can be declared, and these are subject to certain 
specific exceptions in certain states. 
OBEY THE STATE STATUTES. 
It has been my privilege, as general counsel for the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers, for the past six years, to 
advise hundreds of corporations on this question of what con-

stitutes “doing business” in a foreign state. Some statements 
of fact have made it exceedingly difficult to determine 
whether they are doing business or whether they are not doing 
business. With the sanction of our Association, it has always 
been our policy to advise a corporate member, where there was 
any real doubt as to his doing business within the meaning of 
any state statute, that he should obey the state statute. We 
believe this to be a sound position. We believe that a corpora

tion, organized in New York, for example, which conducts a 
substantial part of its business, let us say, in the State of New 
Jersey, receiving from New Jersey the guarantee of protec-

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Jersey, the privilege of suing in the courts of New Jerse 
morally and legally requires that such a company should by 
ordinarily polite and receive full permission from the State o; 
New Jersey to have these privileges and benefits within that 
commonwealth. Is not this a fair attitude? If all these ben 
fits are conferred by a state to a foreign corporation, w!| 
other answer can be made to the proposition than the c. 
poration should pay to its host state a fair and just amou 
for its protection and privileges? Of course, this is entir: 
outside. of the question of interstate commerce, and this 
where questions often arise as to the supposed rights of 
corporation. 


A QUESTION OF ORDINARY HOSPITALITY, 

When you come down to it, it is largely a question 
ordinary hospitality. When I go into a man’s house, or hi: 
club, or his factory, is it not a reasonable and fair rule for m 
to observe the regulations of the places which I thus enter? 
This at least is our attitude towards the problem, and we hay 
scant sympathy for the corporations that go into another

Perhaps some her 
are unfamiliar with the work of these Commissioners, w! 
undertook their work twenty years ago. The task seemed t 
be impossibly large; but by co-operation from commerc! 
bodies, from legislatures, from bar associations and others 
the Commissioners on Uniform State Laws now point to th 
following remarkable results: Forty-five states, two ter! 
tories, and the District of Columbia now have commissio 
for the purpose of promoting uniformity of legislation in t! 
United States. The Commissioners are appointed by the g: 
ernors of the various states. It is their duty to examine su! 
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‘ects on which uniformity is desirable, to ascertain the best 
ans to effect uniformity in the laws of the states, and to 
esent the states in conventions and conferences which are 
to consider and draft uniform laws to be submitted for ap- 
roval and adoption by the several states.

RESULTS ACCOMPLISHED, 

\s a result of the work of the Commissioners, the Ne- 
gotiable Instruments Act has been adopted in 38 states. The 
Uniform Warehouse Receipts Act has been adopted in 18 
states; the Uniform Sales Act in six states; the Uniform 
Bills of Lading Act, the act to make uniform the law govern- 
ng partnerships, a draft to make uniform the law governing 
the transfer of stock, and the draft of a uniform incorporation 
act are all in the hands of proper committees of the Commis- 
sioners, and are receiving progressive attention. The care, in- 
telligence, skill and learning bestowed upon the preparation of 
these acts has been prodigious. When they have received the 
final approval of the Commissioners in convention assembled,

A LETTER FROM PROFESSOR TERRY. 

It is perfectly clear, from a brief outline of this work of 
iniformity, how intelligent, sensible and practical its objects 
are. I lay particular stress upon the draft of a uniform incor- 
poration act, The latest phase of the work on this particular 
subject is set forth in a letter to me from Professor Charles 
"haddeus Terry, under date of October 3, in which he says: 
“Replying to your inquiry of the 30th ult., I have to say that 
the work so far accomplished by the Conference of Commis 
sioners on Uniform State Laws in respect of a uniform In- 
‘orporation Act has been most gratifying to me. For three 
years I have been urging upon the Conference the vast im- 
portance of uniformity of the laws governing the incorpora- 
tion and organization of corporations, and the conference 
promptly took up the subject. In order to facilitate the work, 
made a digest of the laws of incorporation of the various 
states, territories, possessions and Federal Districts of the 


nited States, and drafted a tentative act and annotated the 
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same. In pursuance of a resolution of the Conference of 
Commissioners, the Committee on Uniform Incorporation Law 
of that body, of which committee I am a member, had printed 
my draft of the act with its annotations and introduction, and 
distributed the printed copies not only among the commission- 
ers on uniform state laws, but among all those who might, by

A PRACTICABLE PLAN, 

lime does not permit me to analyze the yarious provisions in 
this proposed uniform incorporation act. I have examined its 
provisions, however, and I believe with certain modifications 
that its adoption by the various states would be the most im- 
portant piece of jurisprudence our country has seen for many

years. Its effect will be beneficent. The absurd inconsisten- 
cies now existing in the corporate statutes of the various 
states would be obviated by this uniform act. Any corpora 
tion would know precisely under what circumstances it could 
conduct its business in another state. The plan moreover is 
exceedingly practicable. A uniform incorporating act is not 
nearly so difficult to contemplate as a uniform act*in regard to 
negotiable instruments, about which there have been so many 
conflicting decisions, and in which the common law differs so 
radically from the state laws. And yet, as above stated, 38 
states have identically the same Negotiable Instruments Act. 
You gentlemen who accept drafts, checks, znd notes through- 
out the country, perhaps fail to appreciate the tremendous 
value which this uniformity has produced. What then is the 
use of the absurdly different corporation regulations ? 

REQUEST CO-OPERATION OF THE ASSOCIATIONS. 

I conclude these necessarily brief remarks with the earnest 
hope that your associations may co-operate with this move- 
ment towards state uniformity, and that through your indi- 
vidual efforts you will spread the gospel of the wisdom of 
having our state statutes, on the same subject, uniform in- 
stead of diverse; that you will each get in touch with the 
Commissioner from your state, who has this work in hand, 
and that you will encourage him in the movement in every 
way that you can. The National Association of Manufactur 
ers has a standing committee on this important subject, and 
we consider it one of the most important and inspiring parts 
of our work to see the laws of the various states, particularly 
in regard to those affecting manufacturers, brought into in- 
telligent uniformity, with all its attendant and obvious benefits. 
Indeed, if our standing committee on this important line of 
progressive legislation can co-operate with and through your 
organization, we would welcome your affiliation and perhaps 
thus bring about more speedily the intelligent solution of uni- 
form corporate legislation.

The subject of resale prices will be given very careful 
consideration. It is the well established policy of this Asso 
ciation, that we request re-sale prices only on such lines as do 
not bear sufficient profit to cover the expense of doing bus 


ness. Almost all manufacturers who have fixed a price below 
which they would not permit their goods to be sold, have ex 
pressed great satisfaction with the result of their efforts 

A very large percentage of all Jobbers are in favor of

re-sale price being established by the manufacturer, undet 
conditions herein referred to. A few jobbing houses (and 
the number is very small), do not seem to be imbued with 


any such motives and take every opportunity of underselling 
a manufacturer's established price, with the result that they 
come back to the manufacturer with the request for a lower 
price, claiming that the sale of their goods has not proven 
profitable. The statement is never made as to why the profit 
has been removed, but if these persistent price-cutters would 
state the facts, they would have to advise the manufacturer 
that it was their own fault that they do not make a sufficient 
margin of profit 
RE-SALE PRICES EXPLAINED. 

Now, we would not have it understood that by re-sal 
prices we mean that artificial value should be placed on goods 
in order to assure the Jobber of a large margin of profit. 
We simply mean that the manufacturer should recognize that 
the Jobber must obtain a price equivalent to the cost of the 
goods, plus the expense of doing business, before one dollar 
of profit is made, and that a very slight commission over 
and above the same is satisfactory to the Jobber, and that the 
obtaining of the same, works no injustice to any one. It has 
been the policy of this Association (and should be in the 
future) to do our utmost to sustain manufacturers who adopt 
a re-sale price which protects the Jobber and Retailer in the 
enjoyment of a reasonable margin of profit 

PRICE PROTECTION 


While we take the position that the Jobber is entitled 
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tribution, and in addition a slight amount as a net profit, we 
also see that this Association can consistently go on record 
as favoring the protection of the retailer’s profit. 

We have noted with much satisfaction, the movement in 
this direction on the part of some manufacturers. 

It is true where there is no standard of price, the retail 
merchant is entirely at the mercy of the price cutter, but we 
find that where manufacturers have established a price to the 
Consumer, that the same has generally been respected by

those who otherwise would have been inclined to have sold 
goods down as low as cost. 

We believe that the agitation on the part of a few retail 
merchants to form co-operative buying propositions, is due 
very largely to the fact that by reason of the unrestricted 
selling price to the Consumer, their profit is eliminated and 
they hence feel that through co-operative buying, a profit may 
be obtained. These plans have been tried in the past and 
have not met with success. The retail merchants have found 
that it was quite as expensive for them to assemble and dis- 
tribute goods as it would be for the Jobber to perform sim 
ilar work. 

COLLECTIVE BUYING UNWORTHY OF SUPPORT. 

The manufacturers realize that the collective buying prop- 
osition is unworthy of support,— 

First: Because they realize their dependence upon the 
Jobber for the distribution of their product. 

Second: Because they realize that it is unfair to the rank 
and file of retail merchants whose business is not large enough 
to justify a connection with a co-operative buying proposition, 
that a few should be placed in a position where they could 
interfere so materially with the business of many. 

We therefore hope that this convention will give serious 
consideration to the proposition of advocating the fixing of 
re-sale prices by individual manufacturers on their product, 
with the understanding that in doing this, there shall be no 
effort to obtain anything in excess of a fair and reasonable 
margin of profit. 

We do not advocate the combining of manufacturers to 
bring about this result, as we look upon that as being illegal, 
but the law recognizes the right of the individual manufac 
turer to fix his selling prices, and it is this plan that we 
advocate.

REPORT OF SECRETARY FERNLEY. 


The indulgent spirit displayed by the members of this 
association makes it possible for me to present to you for the 
sixteenth time an annual report of the accomplishments of 
this organization. 

It is not our intention to give in detail the facts concern 
ing the large number of matters which you have brought to 
the attention of your association during the past twelve 
months. 

WORK OF THE SECRETARY. 

As you know, we have kept in very close contact with 
you through your correspondence. During the year we have 
addressed general letters to you, averaging about two each 
week. 

Acting on the assumption that this association was a <le- 
partment of your business, we have felt that you were entitled 
to frequent reports and full information as to what was be 
ing accomplished. 

We have also had the opportunity of discussing the 
affairs of the association personally with « very large propor 
tion of our entire membership. We have traveled in the in- 
terests of the association approximately twelve thousand 
miles, and have been much pleased to note tiat the members 
of the association visited have been interested in the work of 
the organization. 

We have received twenty-five additional members during 
the year, so that today our roll shows a larger membership 
than at any time in the history of the organization, 

We have been reproducing during the year prices made 
by catalogue and mail-order houses and other price cutters, in 
order that you could be kept advised as to the character of 

competition which you were compelled to meet. In none of 
these communications have we stated that any particular 
manufacturer was selling the price cutter. 

Our association has taken the position that under the 
law it is the privilege of the manufacturer to sell whomsoever 
he will. We simply have requested that the manufacturers 
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place us in a position to sell goods as cheaply as the Dart 
alluded to. 

Some have criticised us because we do not, in 
opinion, show the same aggressiveness in connection wi; 
prices made by the catalogue houses as in previous years 

These critics have probably overlooked the fact tha 
work in the past has been effective and that a very 
number of manufacturers whose goods have heretofore 
quoted at demoralizing prices have of their own vol 
applied the rémedy. If our critics will examine the cata! 
issued today and compare them with those of four or 
years ago, they will see a marked change and will admit 
at the present time only a few manufacturers who are ( 
business with the jobbing trade also sell these price cutters 

We propose to continue this feature of work. In fact 
is our desire in the future to be so very aggressive in 
matter that those who have criticised us will utter word 
praise rather than censure. 

A VISIT FROM DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, 

It may be interesting to the association to know that yo 
secretary-treasurer has been investigated by the Departmen 
of Justice. 

When called upon by the special agent, we offered hir 
the entire office without any reserve, and gave him to unde: 
stand that we were acting under the advice of eminent cou 
sel, that our association was made up of law-abiding indj 
viduals, and that under no circumstances would they count 
nance a procedure which could be interpreted in violation o: 
any law, either national or state. 

The investigator asked for a copy of our “black list 
We told him that we had no black list or one of any other 
solor. 

He then asked for a copy of our “price agreements.” 

It was our pleasure to tell him that in sixteen years this 
association had never entered into a price agreement and 
all probability never would. 

When interrogated as to what we were doing of advai 
tage to the members-of the association in the absence of cut 
off lists and price agreements, we called the gentleman’s at 
tention fo the fact that there was a large field of usefulnes: 
for the National Hardware Association without attempting t 
control the action of those who were not identified with us 

We have been appealed to by representative retail mer 
chants to endeavor to head off the efforts of some who wer: 
trying to organize syndicate buying clubs among the reta 
dealers. 

We take the position that it is the privilege of the reta 
merchant to take stock in these concerns if he so desires, bu 
we feel sure that the business contemplated cannot be 
ducted as economically and efficiently as a legislative jobbing 
business, 

When consulted regarding this matter by manufacturers 
we have stated that as wholesale distributors of hardware w: 
took the position that we were entitled at all times to a low: 
price than that which would be made to the customers of 1! 
members of the organization. 

CASH DISCOUNT. 

We have not been compelled to conduct as much « 
spondence on this subject during the year as in the pas! 
simply because very few manufacturers have shown an) 
clination to curtail the same. It is now admitted by almost 
our manufacturing friends that the usual and ordinary ter! 
are 60 days net with a discount of 2 per cent for cash 
days. 

It is very pleasing to note also that we have few 
plaints from manufacturers concerning the deviation fr 
these terms, the position our association has taken being th 
if the premium of 2 per cent was to be expected, the cond 
tions must be complied with, 

CORPORATION TAX 


In January last your secretary-treasurer attended a mex 
ing, which was called to convene in the city of Chicago of t! 
principal trade bodies of the country, to consider the matt: 
of the corporation tax which had recently been adopted 


Congress. 
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He was made one of a committee of eleven on action 
and strenuous efforts were put forth by this committee to 
have the obnoxious law repealed, 

In this we were not successful, but I advised the members 
f our association to pay their taxes “under protest,” in order 
that the same might be refunded to them in the event of the 
United States Supreme Court declaring the act unconstitu- 
tional. 

Some of the most prominent constitutional lawyers of the 
country have given as their opinion that the Supreme Court 
would render such decision. 

CO-OPERATION OF SALESMEN. 

It has been thought desirable to secure the co-operation 
{ traveling salesmen connected with our association, and we 
therefore have inaugurated a system of furnishing the mana- 
gers of the sales departments with suggestions as to topics to 
discuss with their traveling men, Already quite a number of 
the members of the association have expressed satisfaction 
with this feature of work. 

OTHER ASSOCIATIONS. 

It has been our pleasure to visit during the year several 
kindred associations, It is pleasing to note that these are in 
the main in a very prosperous condition. 

There is every indication that this convention will be the 
most important ever held by the organization. 

A larger percentage of our members are in attendance at 
this convention than were present at any of its predecessors. 
We feel certain that the momentous questions to be considered 
will appeal to all the delegates. 

Without any exception your executive committee has 
shown during the year great interest in the work of the organ- 
ization. All requests for advice and instructions from the 
secretary's office have been promptly replied to, and your 
worthy president has at all times been very active in your be- 


half, and has unselfishly given of his time im carefully consid-_ 


ering such matters as we deemed important to receive special 
instructions upon, afid whatever success we have had during 
the year is due in no small degree to the faithful performance 
of his duties. 

With an earnest wish for the continued prosperity of the 
association, I remain * * * 

Introductions were then in order, President Robert 
Garland of the American Hardware Manufacturers’ 
Association, being first called upon by President Dud- 
ley. In the course of his remarks President Garland 
referred to the fact that the business of many Hard- 
ware Manufacturers had been hampered by down- 
ward revision of the Tariff, the effect of which was 
felt particularly in the Pacific Coast trade, by reason 
of keen competition with Europe. Following Presi- 
dent Garland, H. L. McNamara, Janesville, Wis., 
President of the Nationa! Retail Hardware Associa- 
tion, made a good address. President McNamara 
spoke of the work accomplished by the National Re- 
tail Hardware Association, stating that the mem- 
bers of his association were working in harmony with 
the Hardware Manufacturers and Jobbers on matters 
of paramount importance to the three bodies. The 
speaker touched upon syndicate buying, declaring that 
he was not in favor of such a policy since no better 
terms could be obtained than through the medium of 
the Jobbers. 

F, D. Mitchell, New York City, Secretary-Treas- 
urer of the American Hardware Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, made some announcements regarding the 
entertainment program, which included a dance on 
Wednesday evening at 9 o'clock, a smoker and vaude-

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facturers’ Association. As it was decided to abandon 
the annual banquet this year, the smoker was ar- 
ranged in its stead.

THE DIFFICULTIES OF SELLING HARDWARE 
AT A PROFIT, AND SOME PRACTICAL 
REMEDIES. 








BY EDWIN L, HAINES, RISING SUN, MARYLAND. 

(This essay was awarded the third prize in THE 
AMERICAN ARTISAN’s Hardware Store Management 
Essay Competition.) 

In these days of close competition along every line 
of business activity, no problem seems to affect the 
hardware man so vitally as the first part of the sub- 
ject of this essay. It confronts him at every turn; it 
is on his mind every moment of the day; it haunts 
his very dreams, until it almost seems to baffle solu- 
tion. Selling hardware is not so hard, for everybody 
has to have it in some form or other, but how to make 
a profit on the goods sold: “there’s the rub.” To my 
mind there are several causes which, taken separately 
or together, contribute to lessen this margin—causes, 
which it seems to me, affect city and country alike, 
and I will endeavor to treat them in as concise and 
logical a manner as I know how, trying at the same 
time to show how these ills may be remedied to some 
degree, at least. 

The first is the catalogue house. 

During recent years a great hue-and-cry has been 
raised against this gigantic octopus which stretches 
out its clutching tentacles all over this broad land of 
ours and seeks in every way possible to draw in the 
unsuspecting and put the retailer out of business. The 
methods of this huge cephalopod are so well known 
that it is useless to mention them here; suffice it to 
say that it poisons the minds of many people and tends 
to draw their trade away from the local dealer, where 
it rightly belongs, to the city and to a set of men 
whose sole object in this world is to make money at 
all hazards. Simply because a catalogue house offers 
a purchaser an article cheaper than he thinks he can 
buy it at home, off he sends to some far-distant city, 
seemingly forgetful of the fact that he is buying “sight 
unseen,” that he has to pay the freight, and that the 
risk is his and his alone. We have had many a man 
come into our store for stove repairs, particularly, and 
when we asked him whether he had bought the stove 
from us or not, he would answer, “No, it is a Western 
stove,” another way of saying he had purchased it 
from a catalogue house. Never were we able to fix 
him up satisfactorily. We have tried to offset this 
stove competition by selling a cheaper brand also, but 
find it doesn’t pay in the long run, as they are con- 
tinually getting out of order. We would rather sell 
a good line of stoves, or in fact any goods, at a small 
profit, than a cheap line at a large profit, although we 
believe every dealer is entitled to a legitimate profit 
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on his goods. We try to sell a good, well-known 
brand of articles, and when a man comes in we talk 
quality. Once a fair-minded person has been “stung” 
by a catalogue house, he will listen to what we have 
to say and will make no objection to the price. 


The second menace to one’s business is the com- 
petitor in one’s home town, especially if he is a price- 
cutter. Fair, honest competition is healthy to a com- 
munity, for it brings people to your store, but when 
the opposite is the case, then there’s trouble. We are 
and always have been of the opinion that once the 
price has been put on an article at a reasonable profit, 
it should be stoutly adhered to. To our mind it is the 
height of folly to be continually cutting the price on 
staple goods. It makes us almost angry sometimes 
when a customer comes in to buy a certain article 
and when he learns the price of it says he can buy the 
same thing at X’s across the way for 5 or 10 cents 
less. We rarely retaliate, however. We keep on “saw- 
ing wood” and ’tend to our own business. We always 
think methods of this kind will be buried in the same 
grave as the perpetrator of them, and we feel sure 
we are not mistaken. Of course, it makes a difference 
who is the “big toad in the puddle.” For instance, the 
owners of a certain warehouse which is situated in 
our town, bought roofing in rather large quantities, 
and knowing we sold the same brand, undercut us 
greatly in price, thereby considerably reducing our 
profit on these goods. We did not meet the price, but 
we did quit keeping the goods in stock and now buy 
only on special order. Just another instance of fool- 
ish price-cutting. In our opinion the principle of the 
Golden Rule is just as feasible in business as anywhere 
else, and we really find it pays in the long run. 

Cross-roads stores, although they handle a very 
limited assortment of merchandise, interfere with a 
merchant’s profits. They have to be continually 
watched, for they cut prices whenever they have an 
opportunity. Rumors were current that one of these 
stores was selling a certain well-known brand of oil- 
stoves at a price considerably lower than we were ask- 
ing for the same stove. We immediately reduced the 
price, our profit still being good, but as a usual thing, 
it doesn’t pay. 

There is another thing that seriously interferes with 
a dealer’s profits, and that is the credit system. Of 
course, there are many merchants who do a strictly 
cash business, and to them this does not apply; but 
those of us who are forced to do a credit business, 
find it cuts down our profits to a considerable extent. 
There are two kinds of customers with whom every 
storekeeper has to deal; one is the uncertain kind, and 
the other is the “dead sure” kind. As some one has 
expressed it, “Some people are better than cash, for 
you can get your money whenever you want it.” We 
are glad to say we include some of the latter among 
our trade, but are sorry to say too many of the former. 
The man who does a credit business runs a great risk. 
Many a time he thinks a customer is good for a cer- 
tain amount, and he finds to his sorrow that his confi- 
dence is misplaced, then the profit and loss account is 
swelled that much more. This charging also necessi- 
tates sending out bills, which, besides being trouble- 
some, is expensive, taking into consideration the post- 
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age and stationery used. There is no uncertainty, 
however, in the cash business. Every night a mer- 
chant knows just where he stands, for he has no bad 
debts. The only way the wrong can be righted, in 
our estimation, is to do a cash business with everyone, 
except with those whom we know to be reliable and 
who desire a monthly settlement. Although we have 
been doing a credit business for thirty-five years, the 
trend of the times seems to be in the direction of a 
business on a cash basis. We trust this idea may be 
realized within the next few years. 

We have often thought that if the dealers who 
handle the same line of goods in one town would get 
together at stated intervals and talk over the situa- 
tion, misunderstandings as to prices and many other 
things would thereby be avoided. Experience seems 
to show that where this idea prevails or has prevailed 
in the past, a much better feeling has existed among 
all concerned. It is worth a trial anyhow. 

Although it seems almost impossible to realize the 
margin of profit on all goods that we desire, yet this 
may be overcome somewhat by doubling one’s money 
on small articles. Of course a great many of these 
goods must be sold before a great amount of money is 
realized, yet if account is taken of them, one will be 
surprised how thcy help out. 

Judicious buying has a great deal to do with a deal- 
er’s profits. Last February immediately after stock 
taking was over, we were simply overrun with travel- 
ing men imploring us to place our orders for spring 
and summer. They all sang the same tune, and it 
went like this: ‘Buy now before the advance.” Well, 
we did; but we promise you we won't do it again. 
Why? Because it didn’t pay, that’s the reason. Our 
money was all tied up, prices did not advance all along 
the line, and we discovered we could have bought just 
as cheaply, if not cheaper, when we wanted to, later 
on. Then it doesn’t pay to stock up with goods simply 
because they’re cheap, if they’re not salable. It only 
means a loss of money in the end. 

Newspaper advertising and window displays aid a 
merchant greatly in selling goods and thereby increas- 
ing his profits. We have no daily paper, but we 
have a weekly and several others nearby. We ad- 
vertise in our own home paper of course, as well 
as in one other that has a good-sized circula- 
tion. We change our advertisements at least once 
a month and sometimes oftener. We always aim 
to advertise seasonable goods. At irregular intervals 
during the year we use a cut, illustrating the particu- 
lar thing to which we wish to call the reader’s atten- 
tion, at the same time giving him a good straight talk 
on the merits of the same. Our windows are not bay 
windows, therefore it is hard to show goods as ad- 
vantageously as we would like. We change them fre- 
quently, however, which keeps the goods clean and 
shows the public a variety. Just how much these 
things pay in dollars and cents, we do not know, but 
we're sure they pay. Advertising by means of circu- 
lars sent in letters with bills, and the sending out of 
calendars every vear among the trade, also work to 
this end. 

In summing up I would say that my limited ex- 
perience shows that it does not pay to cut prices, ex- 
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cept during a special sale of a certain line of merchan- 
dise; that a merchant is entitled to a fair profit on his 
goods and he should hold to that price without va- 
riance ; that where competition is close, a line of goods 
should be handled different from the other fellow’s, 
but just as good, if not better; that catalogue houses 
should be fought; that the cash business should be 
inaugurated as soon as possible in places where it does 
not as yet exist, and that only limited credit should 
be given; that sound judgment should dictate the time 
and amount of one’s buying; that advertising in every 
form should be pushed to the limit; and finally, that 
the strictest integrity and upright dealing should char- 
acterize the modern merchant in every sphere of his 
endeavor. By these means and these alone can the 
retailer realize that “consummation devoutly to be 
wished’’—a profit in his business.

THE CONSTRUCTION OF THE “QUAKER”

The shell of the “Quaker” Steel Furnace, made by 
the Quaker Manufacturing Company, 40 Dearborn 
Street, Chicago, consists of two heavy steel sheets— 
a body sheet and the head. These are riveted together 
by powerful pneumatic riveters.

Hardware 
merchants are paying more attention to the holiday 
trade, which in recent years has grown to quite re- 
spectable proportions. Improvements in this line have 
been brought about by the handling of fancy wares, 
which at one time was left entirely in the hands of 
novelty dealers and others. Heavy goods have been 
moving sluggishly, the larger houses report, and this 
reflects the attitude of business and the reluctance of 
capital to invest in enlargements which are desirable 
but not absolutely necessary. The attitude of the 
railroads, which are withholding orders beyond ab- 
solute necessities, is also detrimental to the trade, and 
the market is feeling this influence. General hard- 
ware continues firm and there have been no important 
changes in prices, with the exception of heavy lines, 
where there is an absence of demand and an under- 
tone of weakness. The careful buying of the larger 
trade would indicate a lack of confidence in the 
stability of prices, and they are evidently distrustful 
of the market. However, there is no question, ac- 
cording to experts, but that the tone will soon change. 
The confidence and strength pervading the entire com- 
mercial and industrial situation, due to the favorable 
crop reports, are bound to affect the hardware trade 
as in the case of the machinery trade, and it is almost 
certain that the trade will be in much better shape.

COPPER. 

It is reported that sales of copper aggregating some 
110,000,000 pounds have been made in_ the 
last week, the price rising to 1234@127c, with the 
talk, as usual in these cases, that higher prices are in 
prospect. So far as can be discerned, the present 
dealings in copper constitute one of those periodical 
movements in which consumers stock up for future 
needs. That current buying indicates any considera- 
ble revival in the melting industry is not conclusively 
shown, however. On the occasions when many or 
most consumers simultaneously lay in supplies there 
is always a flurry in the metal, especially if it chances 
that speculation in copper shares comes at the same 
time, which is apt to be the case. Activity in the 
shares is accepted as a sign that better industrial times 
are in store, and better times are assumed to be 
synonymous with higher prices for the metal. 





TIN. 

Tin was strong but unsettled and irregular through- 
out last week. Early activity was followed by a sharp 
decrease in the volume of business during the last two 
or three days. There was also a radical change in 
temperament, with freer offerings of both nearby and 
future positions and less active buying during the last 
three days of the week.

Antimony is quiet under a fair jobbing demand.

STEEL. 

The steel market fails to develop any features of 
importance in respect to new business placed, though 
sentiment in the trade continues cheerful and steel 
men are uniformly confident of an early revival of 
activity in all branches of the industry. There have 
been no changes in prices recorded locally, although it 
was reported from Pittsburgh that the Steel Corpora- 
tion had decided to withdraw the concessions in prices 
that had been granted to jobbers and would hence- 
forth deal directly with consumers. 

At the first formal meeting of the American Iron 
and Steel Institute, held recently at the Waldorf- 
Astoria Hotel, New York City, Judge Elbert H. 
‘Gary, president of the institute, delivered the open- 
ing address to about one hundred and fifty members 
and about thirty prominent iron and steel producers 
from Europe, here as the institute’s guests. 

In the course of his remarks Judge Gary said: 

“One of the most important business matters at this 
time, and perhaps at all times, is the maintenance of 
stable conditions in the iron and steel industry, and 
to this is attached the question of prices. For periods, 
at least in the past, unsatisfactory conditions have been 
the rule and not the exception. Violent, sudden and 
wide fluctuations in prices have occurred, and they 
have been detrimental to every one connected with 
the business and to the public generally. It is pleas- 
ing, however, to note that in much of the business 
transacted in this country—commercial, financial and 
industrial—there is a tendency toward an even, steady 
and continuing basis of action. It would be better 
for us all, and better for the country, if conditions in 
all departments of business were more stable and less 
likely to be disturbed by agitation, doubt or distrust. 

“It has sometimes been urged that an effort to 
maintain reasonable prices for iron and steel is con- 
trary to the natural laws of trade; that it is opposed 
to the law of supply and demand. This we do not 
admit. 

“What then should the manufacturer 
when the consumers or purchasers are not willing to 
pay the price demanded, however reasonable it may be? 
Many of us at least believe he could reduce the output 
to meet the demand, much or little, and wait until 
those in need are willing to pay what is fair and

PIG IRON. ° 


The pig iron market last week showed some im- 
provement and contracts for a considerable tonnage 
were closed. New business in finished lines is com- 
paratively light, but the mills report a good volume 
of specifications, 

Furnace agents report that they are getting better 
prices in Philadelphia for pig iron than in New York. 
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Representatives of the leading southern interests were 
for a time unable to account for this variation until 
after investigation they discovered that prevailing con- 
ditions in Philadelphia made this possible. Northern 
pig iron is shipped from the furnaces by rail direct to 
the foundries and laid down directly at the door of 
the mills. Southern iron is delivered at the dock, 
thereby entailing additional cost of trucking. Other 
differences in economical handling are also evolved. 
Thus it will be seen that southern furnaces are at a 
disadvantage in bidding against northern furnaces 
in the Philadelphia market. Hugh W. Adams & 
Co., sellers of southern iron, report trade con- 
ditions as very flat. A little business is being done 
and there is some buying at current prices, but there 
is no prospect of any immediate change and prices are 
not expected to go higher at present. Adams & Co. 
report orders for 800 tons in the past few days for 
local delivery.

Rogers, Brown & Co. say in their weekly report: 

Against the large total tonnage of inquiry which has been 
pending, the week has seen a greater amount of sales than 
for some time past. 

There is a strong desire manifest among buyers to con- 
tract for the first quarter and half of 1911, and this is as- 
sumed to indicate the feeling among them that now is the 
time to buy, If the furnaces were willing to book liberally at 
present prices, a large tonnage would result. 

Prices are without change, Inquiry covers a wide range 
in grades, steel making irons predominating. 

Coke is slow and uninteresting. Furnaces are only buy- 
ing for spot shipment, Foundry contracting is very quiet. 





Matthew Addy & Company say in their weekly report: 

There is no question but that consumers are rapidly get- 
ting to the point where they are ready to purchase for next 
year. Admitting all the unfavorable features in the situation, 
there is no denying that at present prices iron is a bargain. 
It is a pretty safe rule that when you can buy any great 
standard commodity at less than it costs to produce it, you 
cannot go far astray in purchasing. One of the large North- 
ern iron masters writes us: “We beg to state that we would 
not make a lower price if you could assure us of fifty thou- 
sand tons, As you probably know, the price of pig iron to- 
day is below actual cost of production. By the actual cost of 
production we do not mean the assembling and cost of mate- 
rial and labor plus a liberal allowance for depreciation, 
wear and tear, etc., but we mean the actual cost of mate- 
rial, handling, labor, etc., and only the absolutely necessary 
repairs we are compelled to make from month to month. We 
have our “noses down to the grindstone” and have cut off all 
of the corners, and after all that we frankly say that we have 
not succeeded in bringing our cost down to $14. In this re- 
spect we are no worse off than any other producers.” 

And exactly the same is true, not only in Ohio, but in 
eastern Pennsylvania, Virginia, Tennessee and Alabama. 
Astute consumers realize this and are beginning to enter the 
market. Sales this week have been largely for delivery 
through the early part of 1911, but there has been a fair 
scattering of orders for the balance of the year. Most of the 
newspaper reports are pessimistic, but our traveling repre- 
sentatives have found wherever they have gone that the 
foundries are busy and, best of all, busier than they were a 
month ago and with good future prospects. They also find 
no large stocks on consumers’ yards. 

Absolutely no change in prices, We have remained now 
on the present dead level for practically ninety days—a most 
unusual, if not unprecedented, occurrence.
